Please let us know which items you are interested in and we 
will prepare and sepd you a more exact price estimate. 

We are unable to produce new copies of the five original 
dictabelts on Channel I (Item 60 JFK. 01) or the ten channel 
II dictabelts (Item 60. JFK. 03). Our preservation staff has 
indicated that because over the years the dictabelts have 
been played so many times, repaired improperly on several 
occasions, and previously stored, folded flat, under 
inadequate conditions, that we are unable at this time to 
rerecord them. We are actively considering the acquisition 
of specialized equipment and the use of methods of treating 
the dictabelts to enable us to more easily record them. We 
do not know when this effort will be completed, but we will 
keep you informed on our progress.
